In connection with the current 
campaign for 32,000 men for the 
active army what constitute a “key 
man” and a “war industry,” are 
clarified my instruction issued by the 
Department of Nationa] Defence, 

The former is held ito cover any 
man employed in a war industry 
whlose occupation may not be inter- 
rupted without causing serious loss 
of effectiveness in his employer's 
activity. “War industry’ is held wo 
mean any employer engaged in activ- 
ity essential to the successful prose- 
eution of the war, 

Application of these terms is not 
left to the employer, but to the 
authority of the Nationa] War Ser- 
vices Board of each administrative 
division under thie National Resources 
Mobilization Act. Those who appear 
to be “key men” who wish to enlist! 
are enlisted, medically examined and: 
then granted leave of absence to con- 
tinue their civil occupation pending 
hearing hefore the board. ‘Their em- 
pioyers are notified. The employer 
must then convince the board first 
that he is engaged in war industry, 
tand next that his employee is a “key 
man,” before any further leave ot 
absence to engage in his employment 
is permitted the recruit, 

This routine may ‘be varied by 
agreement between the man concern- 
ed, his employer and the district re- 
cruiting officer, the last of whom 
may grant leave of absence to a,man 
for any term deemed by the district 
officer commanding necessary on 
suitable to cover the case, but both 
in this event, and in those others 
which involve an appeal to a board, 
the man must agree to the postpone- 
ment of his active service. In all 
cases, hfywever, the man is subject to 
call for service at any time prior to 
the expiration o his leave on eight 
days’ notice, being given both to the 
man and his employer. This is agaim 
open to revision by the board who 
may grant an extension.

The blind avoid ob- 
stacles through the sense of hearing, 
according to the psychologists. 

It is believed that the discovery 
will not only bring hope and con-| 
fidence to the newly blind, but also 
will provide techniques for those who 
have been blind for many years and 
enable them to obtain a freedom: of | 
denied them.

For Joint Defence 


Representatives of the provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan and of 
some of the mid-Western states of the American union who met recently | 
in Regina to urge the construction of an inland highway on the eastern side | 
of the Rockies to provide a new means of communication between the) 
United States and Alaska appear to have some very potent arguments in 
support of their contention. 

Briefly, the organization that was set up decided to make representa- | 
tions to Washington and Ottawa that the road should be built via this | 
route rather than along the Pacific Coast, as recommended by the Alaska | 
International Highway Commission. The latter had just then requested | 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull for an appropriation of $25,000,000 for the | 
construction of the highway along the Pacific Coast, a distance of 1,600 
miles, “as a precaution against invasion by Russia from Siberia.” 

Just how serious a menace Russia or Japan may be to Alaska is diffi- 
cult to say, but invasion of this far flung territory of the U.S.A. by either | 


power, or both combined is by no means beyond the bounds of possibility. | 
It is not surprising that the Alaskans, separated from Siberia by a strip of 
water only 50 miles wide should be uneasy in the light of the recent under- 
standing between Japan and Russia. It is the role of the Japanese, as | 
Hitler's partner in the Orient, to make things as uncomfortable and diffi-| 
cult as possible for the United States and to hamper American aid to Bri-| 
tain by any device that may seem good as opportunity arises. 

If a large part of the American navy were withdrawn to the Atlantic 
it might provide just the opening that Nippon apparently seeks to keep 
the American Pacific fleet busy while the Russians, using Siberian bases in- 
vaded Alaska and in so doing constitute a menace not only to Alaska but 
to contiguous Canadian territory.

Talking moving pictures will be 
shown in the exhibit as an added 
attraction. 

This will be the fourth year in suc- 
cession for The North-West Line 
Elevators Association exhibit to be 
shown at “B” class exhibitions, The 
purpose of the exhibit this year is 
identical with that of former years. 
That is, to present something which 
it is hoped will be both informative 
and entertaining to farmers and 
their families spending a holiday at 
the fair.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE 
STARTS JULY FIRST 


Unemployment insuransce becomes 
an actuality in Canada from July 
ist. For the workers who are  sub- 
ject to periods of unemployment 
through no fault of their own it will 
mean the difference between being on 
relief or charity and the self-respect 
of having provided for their own wel- 
fare through a plan of insurance 
end the government each makes a 
contribution based on the weekly 
savings. 

The plan is one of co-operation be- 
tween the employer, the employee 
and the government Each makes a 
contribution based on the weekly 
wages earned by the employee. To 
the amount contributed by ‘the em. 
ployer and the amount deducted from 
the employee’s wages, the govern- 
ment adds one-fifth of the total, and 
pays for the cost of operation ‘These 
contributions are similay to insurance 
(premiums, and accumulate against 
the day when the worker, either male 
or female, coming unemployed. 
Then, in a very short time the work- 
er begins to receive weckly cheques 
which will continue for a limited per- 
jod of unemployment, 

This, briefly, is the Unemployment 
Insurance Plan which becomes a law 
of Canada, just as it has been a law 
in Great Britain for more than thirty. 
years. With experience of the Brit- 
ish Act as well as the examples of 
other countreg to draw upon, the Un- 
employment Insurance Commission 
has created a plan which should oper- 
ate with the least inconvenience to 
the employer and to the greatest 
possible benefit to the workers, 

A unique and simple system of 
making contributions to the fund 
through the employer purchasing) 
special] stamps from the post office 
and affixing them each week in a 
book designed for the purpose, is the 
record of each worker’s contributions 
as well as the employer’s, In this way 
every worker can find out exactly av 
any time where he or she stands in 
respect to Unemployment Insurance. 

There are some classes of worker: 
who are not eligible for Unemploy- 
ment Insurance and there are cer- 
tain conditions which affect all works 
ers Both employers and employees 
should familiarize themselves with the 
terms of the plan which will be madu 
available by the postmaster in the 
locality, you live. 

“A part of the plan is the opening 
of employment offices in Can- 
ada where workers may seek jobs and 
employers can seek workers, These 
bffices will be opened as rapidly as 
possible to faciliate the most effec 
tive utilization of Canada’s labor 
force during the war and in prepara. 
tion for the return of workers to 
peacetime employment after the wax

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Conservation For Victory 


News items appearing recently in the daily press appear to indicate 
that there was justification for the action of the federal government in 
devising measures for exercising some degree of supervision over the oil in- 
dustry of the Dominion after the war broke out. 

The importance of oil in the war economy can scarcely be over-empha- 
sized. It must have occured by this time to everybody that oil is the life- 
blood of the type of warfare which is perforce having to be waged by bellig- 
erents on both sides. The availability of oil for fuel to drive aeroplanes and 
tanks and propel submarines and warships may well be the ultimate factor 
that will decide the outcome of the war. 

There is no gainsaying the fact that the urgent need of oil is ever pres- 
ent in the minds of the enemy and that ‘this necessity is largely behind the 
moves that Hitler is making on the European continent. It is true that the 
Germans know how to make synthetic liquid fuel and that they are doing 
so to an increasing degree because, at present at least, they are unable to 
secure nearly enough in the cheaper and more readily handled natural form, 
for the requirements of their war machine. 

While it is true that the British and their friends control the great 
bulk of the world’s supply of oil as it comes from the ground, it is impera- 
tive that sources of supply within the Empire be developed and conserved 


to the utmost degree with the thought in mind that every gallon that can} 


be husbanded may play its part in the final and decisive battles of this 
conflict.

A recent despatch from Washington referred to the success of experi- 
ments which have been undertaken by the U.S. federal bureau of mines 
to convert coal into gasoline and as a result it was stated that there is 
sufficient gasoline from this source to supply the nation’s needs for 3,000 
years, but, from experience in Germany and England, it has been demon- 
strated that the hydrogenization process of extracting gasoline from coal 
is considerably greater than through the use of crude petroleum.

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Stop The Waste 

When this fact is realized it seems an anomaly that G. R. Cotrelle, 
the Dominion oil controller should have to find it necessary to issue a pub- 
ic warning that waste of gas, which is used in the Turner Valley fields of 
Alberta to lift the crude, must be stopped. The warning was inspired by | 
the fact that the destruction of natural gas in the field by allowing it to 
burn in the air, is not only reducing the cheap power necessary to drive | 
the crude oil to the surface, but, as he pointed out, ‘Not only is energy | 
being wasted but the gas burned contains gasoline.” 

The reason which makes the stoppage of this' waste highly necessary | 
also makes it essential that existing fields of crude petroleum be developed | 
to their maximum capacity and potential new fields explored. 

Despite a rapid increase in production in the Turner Valley field of 
Alberta in the past few years, production is not sufficient to meet the con- 
sumptive demand of Western Canada. During 1940 Western Canada pro- 
duced 8,184,862 barrels of crude cil and a recent survey showed that west- 
ern provinces alone consumed 10,934,896 barrels, or nearly three million 
harrels more than were required for the home market, without taking into| 
consideration potential war requirements farther afield. 

This means, in effect, that last year American dollars had to be 
purchased to supply three million barrels of gasoline for Western Cana- | 
dian consumption, entailing not only the loss of the rate of exchange aa 
between the Canadian and American dollar but also dissipation of Cana- | 
dian exchange which is needed in other directions for the war effort. 

As long as this situation exists, with conservation of oil and Canadian| 
exchange paramount requisites in our war economy, governmental control | 
is not only advisable but it is imperative,

THE FUNCTIONS 
OF AN EDITOR 


| The title “tditor” is sometimes mis- 
understood by newspaper readers, no¥ 
because thew want to misunderstand 
but because they have never been toid 
just what the functions are of the per- 
spn who holds this title An editor, to 
explain it briefly, is one who super. 
intends, revises or prepares literary 
matter for publication. The title 
does not necessarily mean that the 
policy of the newspaper is set or cons 
trolled by the editor, On large news- 
papers there are many editors, and 
policy is usually decided upon ‘by the 
managing. editor ‘The duties of the 
other editors, city, sport, suburban, 
women’s page and others, is simply to 
carry out the duties prescribed in 
their particular spheres. 

For our purpose, however, we must 
deal with the editor in a littla dif 
ferent lighit, because in fully 90 per 
cent of Canada’s weekly newspapers, 
the editor is also the publisher In 
other words he fills the dual role of 
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and the rain has not affected us ser- | preparing literary matter for publica- 


tion, and of deciding upon policy as 
well We want to deal ‘vith the func- 
tions of an editor from this standa 
point. 

Essentially the editor is a human 
being, writing and dealing with men 
women and children, He may ba 
young or old, lazy or energetic, ‘bold 
or timid, superficial or deep, quer- 
ulous or constructive, slovenly or 
business like, grasping or generous, 
He is certain to be human, He reacts 
to praise and criticism, to gobd and 
evil in much the same way as those 
who share community life with him. 
The editor, and this is true of 99 per 
cent of all weekly editors, recognizes 
the inherent decency of the country- 
side. He is stil] sufficiently old-fash- 
ioned to believe with his readers that 
the Ten Commandments and _ the 
Golden Rule have neither been re 
pealed, improved upon or modified by 
modern advances, 

The editor is a student of cummun- 
ity affairs He has at his disposai 
records of public organizations in 
the community, and it is from his 
study of these records that makes his 
editorial comment. He is not easily 


swayed by the hysterias which sway. 


and excite and mislead city people 
Like the people he serves hie uses 
good commonsense in his reasoning. 
The editors of Canada’s weekly news- 
papers, serving the rural] areas, are 
a greater power 
suspect, for it is a political fact tha: 
more members of provincial legisla 


ture are elected from the rural areas 


than from the cities, 

It is the editor who decides what 
is fit and what is not fit to print. It 
is he who differentiates ‘betwee, 
news and propaganda, 
can, if he will, give the leadershi 


that every energetic community muss 


have He is not hard to get alon; 
with, but he has a code of ethic:. 
which often cause him to refuse bus 
iness rather than accept it agains 
well rounded principles. He is no 
a super-human‘ He is a hard work 
ing individual doing an important jo! 
in the community to the best of hi 
ability, and if at times he fails in hi 
task, it must be remembered that h 
like every other human being in th: 
community, heir to the frailities with 
which al] mankind is endowed,
